To recite the Actions of Prince Ragotzi in Po- 
lard, | reckon.needlels, as being already Bre- 
viated in My Polmian Relations. And ſo God 
proteR is from theſe Tyrannicall Proceedings. 


In the Year 1657. George Ragotxi, Prince of 
Tranſylvania, finifh'd his Warrein Poland, and 
with: much ado, made his Retreat to his Prin- 

 cipality; where he found , too late, the ex- 
treme Miſery which he had brought upon him- 
felf. For ſo it was, that the Grand Signior, ma- 
king the worſt Conſtruction of all Ragorzi's. 
AGings in Polavd (which Kingdom was then. 
in Amity. with the. Turk) reſolved:to puniſh. 
T his Undertaking in his Yaſſall, as anAﬀeront-: 
tg the State of Tarky.. Uponthe Apprehenſton . 
of which Conſequence , Prince Ragotzi pur -: 
himſelf into a Poſture of Defence, taithe ut- 
moſt. of his Power. In 1658, he was yet at- 
Quiet, but in 1659. the. Grand Signior pour'd : 
in a Numerous Army of Tzrks and Tartars into. 
Trazfylodnia , who, practiſ'd all the Infolen-. 
cies and Qutrages of Burning, Killing, Raviſhe-. 
ing, (and the like): imaginable; This Horrid

Invaſion: of the Infidels was valiantly oppol'd 
by Razotzi 's Forces, Skirmiſhing with them 
at ſeverall times very ſucceilefully, and lo 
long as Hee liv'd, his Forts were not Attempt- 


ed, Soon after, the: Grand Sgwor, no longer 


brooking this Audacity in his J/afſell, diſpatch'd 

an Embaſladour to the Emperour at Viewna, with . 
Rich Preſents; deſiring his Imperiall Maje- 
Ny not to concern himlelf in Prince Ragotzz's 
Afaires, the Turkiſh Emperour being reſolv'd- 
to perſecute the ſayd Ragotzi to the higheſt De< 
oree of Extremity...  * 
In 1660. the Tyrk-loſt no time; bur ſenta - 
greater Force then before, into Tranfylyania. In 
the mean while, Prince Ragotzi march'd with a-- 
conſiderable Force before Hermanftad, and it 
came toa Bloudy Encounter, wherein Ragotz; - 
deported him(elt valiantly, killing 17 men with + 
his own hand; and ſo the. Infidels for That. 
Bout were forced to quit the Field, and: lgave 
the Victory to the Tranhlvazians, leaving like- 
wiſe upon the Place, :6 or 7000 Twks, and(Tar-: 
tars, Raygorzi inthe Perſuit received: 5 wounds, 
and 5 dayes after This Fight (June the 6th) he-. 
was brought to Great-Waradin, where he de-- 
paricd this Life. 
The fall of this Prince ballanced the: Advan- - 
ye Bo or oy Foes — 
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(4) 
the Turks, who preſſing more and more .cagerly 
upon the Tranſyl-yantans, drove them every where 
ro their trong Hoids: Whereupon General 
Souches had Order from Vienna, to draw toward 
Tranſylvania , and make it good againſt the Thrks; 
and he forthwith marched thither with a conſide- 
rable Body, & poſleſs:d himſelf of ſeveral Holds. 

Inly the 14 of the ſame year, the Turk with 
100000 Men laid cloſe Siege to Great-IWaradin, 
which was ſtoutly defended by one Marcus Claud:- 
45,4 Scotchman, the Governour of the Town, Du- 
ring the Siege, the Turkſent abroad ſtrong Par- 
tyes to ſubdue ſmaller Towns, forcing the Peo- 
ple unto ſeveral works, as the building of Bridg- 
es, and the Like, putting them to the ſword ar 
laſt for their Reward: At one time killing 150 
Chriſttans, and at another, Loading 20 Wagons 
with Chriſtians Heads which they carryed away. 

On the 6 of Auguſt, That brave Souldier and 
Goyernonr Marcus Claudius wasſlain by a ſhot, 
and (the Beſieged being left without any hope of 
Relief) This ſtrong Place was ſurrendred unto 
the Turkupon Accord;being a paſſage into T'ran- 
fſyiwvana, Hungary, and Poland, 

After the death of Ragorxz, there ſtarted up 
One Barkay, a Creature of the Turks, making 
himſelfe Prince of Tranſjlwana, whom the Turk 
proredted and ſupplyed with Forces, whereby he 


- . und:rtook 


undertook to reduce ſeveral Places, ſiding in pre- 
tence with General Souches ( who well under- 
ſtood this violence of the Turks, to be a deligne 
not only upon Tran/y{vania, but alſo upon the 
Empire't (elf, ) and making Large promiſes un- 
der hand, that whatſoever he got by the Turkiſh 
Ayd, was meant for the good ofthe Emperonr, to 
whom he Intended a. Juſt and an Honourable 
Reſtitution, reſerving only Waradin to remain un- 
der the Power of the Prince of Tranflwania; 
but the matter proy'd otherwiſe in the end. 

Toward the Cloſe of this Year, a Blazing-farre 
appear'd with the Tayl toward Da/maria, and the 
Head toward Tranſylwuania, which was but a fore- 
runner of the enſuing Calamityes, 

Soon after This, the Labol:z;/h Peaſants Re- 
bell'd againſt 'the. Chriftians in Tranſylvania, 
whom they partly put to the ſword, fome they 
rook Priſoners, and others they fold to the Park, 
The Right ſucceſſour of Ragorxs was Kemini Fa- 
nos (by many Tran/ylvanians receivd and enter- 
reyrd for ſuch). who was bitterly perſecuted by 
"Barkay and the Turks, 
 e4nno1661, He fought them at- Thaſſabar, and. 
made a great-ſlaughter : but at Laſt, oppreſſed 
with Numbers, he left Trav/y/anta, and retrea» 
ted to Tockay, Andnow it appeard that the T»rks 
Bufineſs was not to ſtop there, bur to. fall-alſs 
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; upon” Hungary. Whereupon his Tmpertal Majeſty 
granted Commiſſions for the raiſing of an Army, 
-which was diſparch'd, part of it into. Flanpary, 


and part into Tranſylvania. Inthe Interim; Count | 


Nichol Serini began to look to himſelf,and rais'd 
aſtrong Fort on the Wall over againſt Camſcha, 
Naming it Serin/var : getting together a ſtrong 


Body of Croars, and other Nations,that lay heavy 


upon the Quarters thereabout - whichthe Thrks 
ſtomach'd not a little, however they cartiedit fair 
atpreſent,& fora while they+alkd ofnothiog but 
Peace, but at laſt they brake our into hi 


Iifh'd, Caunt Serini puniſh'd, and Tran/ylwania 


ſubje&ed ro the Power of the Thrk by way 


of Reparation. None of which followed, 
bur the Chriſtians lookt upon it as every mans 
Intereſt to: do his Beſt to defend himſelf a- 
oainſt the Ambition , and Outrages of This 
Common Enemy ; and there being nothing 
now to be expected but a great Twkiſh Warre, 
which was already begun by Parties; the 
- Chriſtians entred upon the Borders of Tarky, 
drawing toward Stoel, Weiſſenburg , and Offen : 
and they ſubdued Zamock, Warda , Erzy, and 
Eire : all theſe being inconfiderable Houſes, 
and Caſtles, which with their Defenders were 
blown up, and fired,

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While this was doing, the Turks gathered 
togethera Mighty Army Conliſting of Af4- 
Wy African , and European People; and 
from this Acheroz i{ſ[ned thofe Devils in the 


ſhape of men, that have tormented Chriſter - 


dome, To this Numerous Army, they had 
likewiſe providedan incredible proportion of 
Victuals, Ammunition, and Artillery» Never- 
theleſs, feveral Treaties were ſet a foot, which 
the Turk ſo long infiſted upon, till he had 


gained his End, and drawn a formidable 


Power into the Field, to break in upon the 


Chriſtians, who Jaboured as much as ir them 


lay,to preſerve the Peace ; but who can live 
longer at Peace rhen his Neighbour will give 
him leave? The Army of the Chriſtians in 
Hungary Confiſted of 40000 German Soul- 
diers, who. had the Turks for their Oper, and 
theHnngarians for rheig Private Enemics (The 
Animotity being fo great, that many times ir 
came to Blows betwixt the Germans and the 
Hungarians.) Theſe [roups fitiding them- 
ſelves under many 'Inconveniences, partly 
from the Hungarians, who denyed Victuals to 
the German Army, and partly from diſeaſes a- 
riſing from the ditagreemenr of the Climate, 
wete much weakned, and diminiſhed. Hun» 
gary is queſtionle(s a very brave Country,and 
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-abounds in Wine, a other Fraiesq which 


taken to Exceſſe, breed dangerous Surfeits, 
The Hungarians in their deportment are ene” 
rally Grave, and Modeſt, but being Affron- 
ted by the Germans, And others nor of their 
-awn Religion, they are prone to revenge, and 
hard to be Reconciled.

Upon July the 1 7.the Graxd Vizier came in 
great Pompand Magnificence to Offer, encam- 
ping himſelf in the Peſterfeeld, being four Ger- 
man miles in Compals. His Army was upward 
of a hundred thouſand men, aboye onehun- 
dred great. Guns, and of VVagons, and-Bealſts, 
anumber not to be believ'd. His firſt work 
was to lay two Ship-bridges over the Danube ; 
the ene near toGrax,and the other not far from 
Parkam. His forces being quarter dabout tho{e 
parts in Prodigious Multitudes, 1t.was as yet 
doubtful, whether he would fall upon New- 
bauſel, or Raab ; having his' eye indilferently, 
upon borh, and lying ſtill for a. good while 
without aGtion. But this Blood-Thirſty brute 
bad ſhew'd him ſelf much ſooner, if a-conti- 
auall fall of Rain,, and the Overflow of the 
Danube had not hindred him 3 Howeyer at 
length, he paſſed ſome Thouſands of his Ar- 
my over the Bridge ncar Parken toward the

(Count Forgats) into a Couragious, but an 
unkappy Reſolution, 'which was, to. fall-up- 
Qhthole 4000 Tarks, ,upon: the >fuppoſition, 
that the Miſcarriage of ithe Bridge had cut off 
their Retreat. - Its very true, 'that he was car- 
neſitly-diſwaded.foam that Attempr, and cold, 
chat the Bady iwas: greater then he imagined, 
bue Kill perſiſting in»his Refolve to ' fight 
them, upon the 28th of Fuly, with his Hungse- 
rians, Huſſars and Heyducks, and 11 Troups 
of Germans and 500 Muſquetiers (in all 6000 
ſtrong )be marched up tothem,and finding the 
Enemy foure times ſtronger then he expeGted, 
became'{enftble of the Abuſe although alals / 
too late : forthe Infidel; having/gotten'certain 
Intelligence of the Chriſtzazs detign, and of 
their coming, cauled the Bridges preſently ts 
be Repayred, which they had' purpoſely dil- 
ordered, and miarching over with a flrong 
Power ſurrounded chem; The "Hungarians, 
and Huſſzrs, that were appointed to ſtandfor

frong; betook themſelves to flight ; but the 
Germans, and 'Heyducks that gave the' Onlet 
behaved themſelvesiſtoutly, and fold a Dear 
Vigory'to the Turks.

Croſiing the Mountains, they Entred into Moravis, to

Chriſtzans, is reckoned to be a- 
bove,. ten - thouſand. ..Theſe Barbarians, . although 
Strangers to the Paſſes, and wayes of theſe Parts, wan- 
ted yet no Guides: bur furniſh'd themſelves with Lea- 
ders from amongthe -Boores of the Country, whom 
they admitted likewiſe to.their ſhares of the Booty :

Upon This day 
they took the Prince of Dzerrichſtin's Secretary, toge-

Grqund ; but the Youths, and Children were moſt of 
them carried away for Slaves.

' For Ten dayes This Havock laſted in Moravia, and 
then they paſs'd over the Marck-ſtream into 4ruſtria (at 
. which time, the Country People withtheir beſt move- 
'vables werefled to Yjenna.) At length, having laden 
themſelves with all manner of Booty , they return'd to 
the Camp at Newbanſel, where they expoſed the Men,

Ambnſcade, brake in among them, ſlew 1000, 
and took 100 Priſoners; among which were 
diverſe Perſons of Note, and the Son of a great 
Baſſa : the reſt diſperſt themſelves; and the 
Victorious in this, Adventure got great Booty. 
The Serinies hIVe ſhew'd themſelves, in This 
their deportment, the true Heirs ofthe Honour, 
and Valour of that Noble Family ; and they 
put us in mind, of a memorable Action, which 
was performed by their Grandfather, Nichofas 
Serini in the year 1566, To his Eternall Glory. 


On the 6th'of Auguſt 1566, Solyman the Mag- 
nificent layd Siege ro the Fort Sigeth, wherein this 
great Captain , Nicholas Serini was Governour ; 
who made many bold Sallyes upon the Eenemy, took 
many Priſoners, and at one time cauſed 300 Turks 
tobe bebeaded; Which ſo far enraged Solyman, that 
he plyed bis Batteries, and Attempts, with greater fus: 
ry then before. Serini perceiving the New-Town 
to be upon the poyut of being entred, cauſed' it to be 
ſet on fire, and retreated into the Old, - © 

Awbile after the Turks aſſanlted the Old Town, 
but were iſo brarvely received , that in One Storm they 
loft 2coe men. However they attempted it again, 

and carried it , whereupon, Serini was forced to retire 
into the Caſtle, againft which' the Enemy planted a 
£ ; Battery, 
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Battery, and garve One furious Attaque ; but were 
beaten off with great loſs. 
 TPhile This paſſ'd, Solyman died of a Bloody= 
Flux, (Sept. 4.) but Mahomet Baſla /abouring as 
much as poſfible to keep his death conceal d from the 
Turks, cauſed the Corps (Embalmed, aud Gloriouſly 
Clothed) to be expoſ 'd in a darkplace tothe People, as 
fitting on his Throne, and the Baſla bimſelf, with all 
his uſuall Ceremonyes, ana Rerverence, feigning ſome. 
fmgular matter of pricvacy , and buſineſs with him. 
At length, the Bafſa went out of the Tent, wiping his 
eyes as if be had been crying ; which garve the Officers 
oceaſton to enquire, Why he Wep! * To whom he rt» 
pled, thatTr grieved his heart to think how ma- 
.ny brave Souldiers would be ſuddenly pur to: 
the Sword : for ( /azes he ) Solyman has made a 
deep and deſperate Oath, that if this Place be not 
taken in two dayes, every Colonel that bears any 
Chargein the Attempt, ſhall certsinly be put to death. 
Hereupon , the Janizaryes fell into a dire Rage, 
aud garve a furious Aſſault, but were repulſed With exe 
ceeding lofſe : they had bowerver ſet fire to the Caſtle, 
and now the Noble Defender of it, ſeeing bis fate be- 
fore his eyes, call d the ſmall remainder of his men a- 
bout him, aud exhorted them to ſtand by him, and re- 
folve to dye with him. Thereupon, he Clothed himſelf 
- in a Vidlet-coloured Velvet Suit, zook the Key 
of the Caſtle, and ſome Gold in his Pocket ; cauſ'd 
nn he Proto he boogie hk Fs 
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rhe Gates to be open'd, and the great Guns to be drawn 
thither, and diſcharged among the Enemy : and in's 
Cloud of Smoak, he iſſued forth with his Men, among 
the Turks, and fought till he was ſhot in the head. 
This was the end of the Valiant Serini. It was rec- 
koned that 20000 Turks were ſlain before this Fore. 
No ſooner was Serini faln, but the Infidels throng- 
ing about the (orps, cut off bis bead,end ſet it on a Pole 
for one day, after which, they ſent it with a Scoffe to 
Maximihan. the Emperour. _Now:.to reſume the 
Story. 


In 0fober, the'Count of Hollach, being choſen 
General of the Imperiall Auxiliaryes, came to Vien- 
1a, his Forces (amounting to 6or 7000 men} 
being Enquarter'd betwixt That, and Crembs; 
The Emperours Army, lying at that time near 
Presburg, to reciuit, being much weakned by 
many Inconyeniencies. The whole Army, 
(with the Hungarians, Croatians, aud Auxiltaryes, 
was computed to be 40000 ſtrong; but the le- 
verall heads, of lo many Nations, who ar this 
time were almoſt all in Yienna, could not (it 
lcems) agree lo well together, as not to need 
his Imperiall Majeſtie's ſingular Care, and Cir- 
cumlpection, to keep them from flying into 
Partzes, and Paſ5ions. There was an Intent to 
joya 7 or 8000 men that wererayled in Sileſia 

to 
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to This Body; -but the: Silrſtan Forces would 
' neither march out oftheir native Country, nor 
obey any Forreign Command ; ſo that 1 hey 
Raydathome to defend their Borders, and eſpe- 
cially, the Paſſage by 7ablunks. 

While the Chriflians were laying their heads, 
and their Forces together, to put themſelves in- 
ro a Poſture, the Enemy brake up with his 
main Body before Newhanſel, and about the 
end of Oftober, took his March toward Graz, 
and Offen. The Tartars alſo with their Prey 
marched toward .Tartary, cartying along with 
them their: chicteſt Captives in Ceaches, and 
Wagons, driving their ordinary Priſoners. a- 
long with Whips, naked, and their hair flying 
about their eyes, juſt like ſo many Beaſts. In 
Upper- Hwteary, they mer with ſome oppoſition, 
at which time many ot the Captives were for- 
ced out of their hands, and about 2000 of theſe 
Fartars\put'to the Sword. | Count Nicholas Se- 
1:1nis Deſigne, was rofall'fponthem, at their 
paſſing over the Ship-Bridge, and followed 
them cloſe, ſometime in the Rear, other.

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Upon the laſt day of Ofober, he ſetupeh the 
Rear, and took from them 5; Wagons fuil: of 
Captives, that they had gotten in Moraroia';
